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LIFE IN NORTH CAROLINA,
Fromt tha N. Y. Tribine
For several months past the mails have been

burdened with reports of outrages by organ-
ized gangs of thieves and wrderers in North
Qaroling, Horses and mules have been run
off from the farms of the froedmen nnd white
Lepublicans, dwellings have beon pillaged,
houses have bean burned, and numbers of
men hinve been shot down by the rowdside, or
otherwise deliberately murdered. The De-
mocratic papers at the North have affected to
disbelieve the stories, or at any rate to deny
that the crimes were committed by a secret
organization.  So earnestly, howevar, have
the State anthorities pursned the desperadoes,
{hat twenty have been eaptured, many more
have turned Btate’s evidenco, and in a pre-
liniinary examination of the prisoners at Now-
herne the seorets of the leagne have been so
clearly exposed that no donubt of its character
and purposes can any longer be entertained.
It secus that last Junuary five colored men
and one white man, confined in the Lenoir
county jail at Kingston on charge of dese-
crating o grave-yard, were taken ont and shot
by n eompany of regulators, and fhe_lr bodies
thrown into the Neuse river. A sllmcml officer
WS uplulilltu(] ir.\_' Governor Holden to trace
out the perpetrators of these murdors, and at
the same time to detect the band of outlaws
who had long infested Lenoir and the adja-
cent counties. For along time his efforts
were nnavailing. The citizens were terrified
into silence, and the local magistrates were
afraid to render any assistance, Sherift Col-
grove, of Lenoir, who had cansed the arrest
of one Hines, a member of the band, was
murdered. Several negroes were killed, and
many other persons were threatened. At last,
in August, sufficient testimony was obtained
to justify the arrest of eighteen persons, and
others were taken afterwards.

The preliminary examiuation began before
Judge Thomas, at Newbern, on the 31st of
August. Some of the prisoners were charged
“itﬁ.: murder, others with robbery, others with
arson; but it was proved that they all be-
longed to aregularseeret band, Three mem-
bers of it—George W. Tillon, Joseph P. Par-
rott, and Joseph Lassiter—turned State's evi-
dence, and testified that the name of the
organization was the Constitutional Union
Guards, though it was popularly called the
Ku-Klux Klan, The first officer was styled

the South Commander; under him were
North, East, and West Commanders,
and various lower subordinates, The

members at initiation were asked:—*Do yon
believe in a white man's government ¥ Do
you promise to lubor faithfully for the over-
throw of the Republican party " They were
sworn to resist encroschments upon their
rights—if necessary by force of arms; to
obey implicitly the commands of their offi-
cers, even to the extent of murder; and never
to divnlge what wus said or done at their
meetings, or any other secret of the order,
They were bound to rescue any of their com-
rades who fell into the hands of the law,
either by bailing them out of jail or breaking
them out, or swearing to an alibi, or by get-
ting on the jury and standing firm for agquit-
tal whatever the evidence. In their secret
meetings they sentenced Sheriff Colgrove
to death, and planned the mauner of
his assassination. ‘They voted the death of a
detective named Wilkie. a magistrate named
Shepard, and Governor Holden's special offi-
cer, Captain Mowers, though fortunately their
bloody designs were not carried out in full. A
negro named Grant, who was expected to tes-
tify against some of them, was killed by order
of the Bouth Commander. Two of the gang
who got into jail at Kingston were forcibly
relensed by thelr companions, About forty
Union men are supposed to have heen assasi-
pated by them since the close of the war.
Whatever absurdity there may be in the
grips and passwords and secret ceremonies of
these Ku-Klux gangs, there is a horrible
reality in their work, and we cannot afford to
langh at their grotesque antics. Most of the
prisoners have been held for trial at the next
term of the County Court, and one of the
most conspicnous—a lawyer named Monroe
—is meanwhile committed without bail on
charge of murder. The trial will very pro-
bably result in p further development of the
extent and political affiliations of the orgaai-
zation, At present we know that it com.
prises aboul 100 members in Lenoir, and is
also spread over the adjoining counties; that
the chief objects of its hate are freedmen and
prominent Hepublieans; and that its watoh-
words are ‘‘Death to the nigger!” and “*Down
with the radical party!”

A SPANISH FLEET IN NEW YORE.
Prom the N, ¥, Times.

We announced a few days since that soms
thirty gunboats were building in this port for
the Spanish Government, to be used, as we
apprebended, against the insurgent Cubans,
l‘yl‘:om reports it appears that these vessels are
only of about 175 tons capacity; that they are
to carry & gingle 100-pounder, and their quota
of men and officers will not exceed twenty-five
men, 'They are obviounsly intended for const-
ing warfare; to scour the rivers and bays navi-
gaile only by vessels of light deaft, and to
co-operate with land forcas.

ose vessels are now under the surveil-
lance of an American man-of.war, upon the
complaint of the Peruvian Government that
they are designed to go to Cuba to replace
and set at liberty the larger Spanish vessels
now stationed on that counst, for warlike ope-
rations against Peru.

What evidence of this purpose may be in
possession of our Governwment or of the Peru-
vian Minister we are not advised, but we infer
that whatever there may be is not in a shape
to be used, as no libel has yet been filed by
the District-Attorney against any of these
vessels, thongh they have been lying under
the guns of the Federal navy for several

weeks,

No one will have any doubt of the purpose
for “'l.lich these boits are “-OUHl‘moLed, or if
dllowed to leave this port, that Ouba is to be
the theatre of their firat activities. One of
the number could be mr;ipped and (Bent ‘40
soa in thirty-six hours; fifteen more in from
four to six weeks, and the rest in three
months. It is apparently the intention of
the owners to send the fifteen most ad-
vanced to sea first, Within six weeks,
therefore, the Federal Government must
decide either to relense them, with the cer-
tainty that they will be used for the immedi-
ate and ruthless destruction of the white popu-
lation of Cuba, which, almost to a mun, is
compromised with the Government at Madrid,
or it must find some other pretext than it has

w for ing them. We do not believe
?hoere is any evidence upon which a valid Hibél
gould be filed nst oneof thesa boats,
They arve built by a friendly power te be used
as n part of her coast aud in the pro-
aent state of our relations with Spain wehave
po more authority to detain them thaon she

wonld have to detain an American frigate
which might casually touch for coal and water
at Ondiz or Ferrol.

The qnestion then vecurs, shall onr Gov-
ernment turn a deaf ear to all the appeals of
the revolted Cubang that we would observe a
striot nentglity between thepa and their o
progsors; shall wo allow these vessels, bitlt
and manned in our harbor, to be nsed to
crush a people whoso only crime, like that of
onr awn reyolutionary forefathers, consists in
refusing to be taxed withont rn{proun ntation ?
Thiu is n question which must be decided by
the Cebinet at Washington within the next
thirty days. To strip it of some of its diffi-
culties, the President availed himself of an
invitation to proffer his medintion between
the Spanish Government and her colonists.
The Mudrid Government, however, was too
weak to eontend with the publio sentiment
aroused liy its adversaries against the very
proposals whieh, it made, it had promised to
entertain, and now, it would appear by the
latest advices, our mediatory offices have been
deliberately withdrawn, and we are left to de-
termine what part, as a Government, we are
to take in n struggle which threatens to take
serious proportions. :
To concedo belligerent rights to Cubain
the present temper of the Spanish mind
would be equivalont to acknowledging her
independence, and that would menn war.
Neither France nor England would be unwill-
ing to gee our reviving commerce cut down to
the root again by privateers. Spain has very
little to lose, and much to gain, by a war with
us, Weshould be the principal if not the
only eertain losers,

The contingency of a war, therefore, must
now be deliberately looked in the face. Is
the Cuban cause our cause? Will our national
honor or any cherishad policy be compro-
mised by the suppression of this rebellion?
Are we in any way responsible for the inhu-
manity of which Caba is now the theatre, or
are we under any neighborly obligation to
employ force to stop it—to stop a brawl by
making a war—to extinguish a fire by a de-
Inge? Are wo called upon to add several
hundred millions to our debt—to pile up the
burdens of taxation, already grievous to be
borne, npon thirty millions of Americans, and
tread the brinks of national bankruptey for
the next twenty years, in order to ameliprate
the condition of three or four hundred thon-
sand subjecis of a foreign Btate? Andon the
other hand, are we to stand by, consenting
like St. Paul to the stoning of Stephen, and
see a people murderously erushed in its noble
eftorts to follow an example which the noblest
of our ancestors set them searcely a hundred
years ago?

We have hoped that Spain would spare our
Government and people the necessity of an-
swering these questions. It wonld be wiser
for her never to force them to n decision. A
few weeks remain within which we are at
liberty to hope, even though we donot expect
Spain to relieve us from the painful alterna-
tive to which we are reduced. It is ns well,
therefore, for Americans to wait for any solu-
tion of these guestions which timue may pos-
gibly have in store, and not cowmplicate the
situation by prematurely proclaiming a poliey
for which, under the providence of God, no
necessily may arise.

SICKLES' SOOTHING SYRUPR.
From the N, Y. Werld.

It is proverbially impracticable to educe a
whistle from a pig's tail, It is now proven to
be equally impossible to make a politieal
Grandison ont of a personal blackguard, Mr.
Grant might be exeused for the ignorance of
this fact which he showed in selecting Siclles
for the Spanish mission but that there were
those about him who must have apprised him
of it, and that even a Grant eannot be igno-
rant that far worse things than mere black-
guardism made the appointinent of a Sickles
to any publie position an outrage alike upon
the people he was sent to represent and the
people among whom he was sent to repre-
gent them. 'U'hat a low-bred rowdy should be
made an ambassador was bad enough; but
that a flagrant criminal should be made an
ambassador was altogether intolerable. That
Sickles shonld disgrace us by his official
actions, ns his offical presence was itself a
disgrace to us, was a foregone conclusion to
the World when he was appointed.  And now
it has become plain to all men, thongh some
men and some journals, whose sincerity we
can only grant on the hypothesis of their
insanity, persist in asserting their disbelief
of it

There was nothing in the position assnmed
by the Government of the United States, in
ncoordance with which the instructions to
Sickles must have been drawn, that was neces-
sarily offensive to the Spanish Government.
The proposition he was undoubtedly told to
make was to offer the mediation of this coun-
try in the differences between Spain and Cuba,
and, in case those differences should be found
irreconcilable, to guarantee the payment of
such a sum, not transcending a fixed lmit, as
Spain shonld be willing to accept in lien of
her cisatlantic possession, There was nothing,
we say, in such a proposition, properly put,
o excite the indignation, although it might

meet with the refusal, of the Spanish
Government. But it was absolutely certain
that Sickles would not put it properly.

Inagine a man, born and bred a blackgnard,
whose most prominent characteristic is an
utter absence of moral perception, and whose
next prominent characteristic is a craving
itch for notoriety, by whatever means at-
tained, intrusted with so delicate a message
as this, where he has the choice, by the man-
ner in which he chooses to deliver it, of ap-
pearing in the character of a mere messenger
or of n truculent bully, Could it be doubtful
for a moment which horn a Sickles, sheltered
under the shield of an official inviolability,
would take of such a dilemmma ? He has done
El‘uoiﬂoly what the power which appointed

im to fulfil a function for which he was as
fit a8 a street scavenger to be & master of
ceremonies ought to have foreseon he would
do. He has caused the Bpanish Government
to attribute the extrinsic insolence of a mes-
gengor to the intringie quality of his meksage,
and has naturally treated both with a common
eontempt,

Observers, foreign alike to Spain and to
ourselves, have been smitten with wonder at
the display Bickles has made of himself, and
the discredit which his position has enabled
him to bring upon his Government. To these
ghservers, who know Bickles only ss an am-
bassador, and not, ns we do, as a felon, this
wonder is natural. But no American need
wonder at it. The London Zimes is moved
to say that the American Minister **does not
appear to know the value of words.” How
conld such & man be expected to knowit? A

man whose early minnhood was ed in the
pursult of _ is inevitably ot a loss
when, in bis riper years, he is ealled upon to

conduot negotiations of a differont order

THE, QUBAN QUESTION AT HOME AND
ABROAD,

From the N, V. Hevald,

The Cuban question is likely to be for a
time a very li\-d{ one. Spain, aceording to
the Intest accounts and the tone of a portion
of the ?Tnninh press, is exelted and threaten-
ing. All atonoce the Government and the
people of Spain appear to be indignant at
the fricndly interposition or offered media-
tion of the United Statos, Some of the
newspapers talk of war, even, and dwell with
pride upon the surprising prowess of thoe
“Iberian race,” All this HBobadil extrava-
gance would only cause a smile of ridicale if
it were not for the possible sad consegquences to
the Cubans and to Spain herself. The ntti-
tude of a portion of the Spanish press may
cmbarrass the Government of Spain and
canre more nseless bloodshad in (Iu}m; but it
will bave no effect npon this country or the
ultimate destiny of Cuba. The Bpanish
journalists imagine they can frighten the
United BStates Governmenl from its pur-
ose or poliey, and a part of the British and
]".umlmau press, with the so-called Thanderer
at the head, has turned tail and deigned to
give this count®y advice as to the terrible
dangers which threaten us from the indigna-
tion and power of Spain.  The old jealousy of
and hatred to the Awmerican republic erops
out here again, as it always does whenever
there is a prospective difficulty between this
conntry and any European npation. We are
cousins and people of the same blood and all
that sort of blarney when the English want
anything of us or want to avoid any difficulty
with us; but whenever there is achance of
fomenting war either among ourselves or with
nny foreign power the British press never
fails to stir up the strife and to give the
United States an underhand blow. This is
just the case now with regard to Cuba, as it
was in the ease of the Southern Rebellion.
But all the small thunder of the Spanish, Bri-
tish, and French press is nnderstood on this
side of the Atlantic, and will not terrify us in
the least. If it were real thunder we should
not be territied, but we know it is only the
sort of stufl' theatrical mauagers manufacture
to give effect to their spectacles.

Nor do the bogns reports from Washington
about the administration bpeking down in

its Cuban policy, or abont General BSickles
being alarmed and taking bu tes to
the Spanish Government, nmonn hing.
They are simply canards invent he in-
terest of Spain or to damege the administra-

tion. Our despatch from Washington pub.
lished on Thursday gives the facts in the
matter. The President and his Cabinet hold
the same ground with regard to Cuba, and
approve of the action of General Sickles,
Nor is there any reason to belisve that the
Spanish Government contemplates taking
any step likely to involye itself in diffienlties
with the United States. The foss about Onba
and this country in some of the newspapers
of Madrid is seusational anduaade for political
effect. This will ull subside. If Sprin will
not accept the offer of the United States, the
recognition of the Cabans as belligerents and
the independence of the island areinevitable.
Our Government has not taken steps to stop
the war and to secnre the independence of
Cuba withont mature consideration, and it
would be absaurd to suppose that this great
country would back down from its policy.

LOUIS NAPOLEON'S RETIREMENT.
From the N. Y. Sun,

The destroyer of the I'rench Republic is
said to have resolved on putting his house in
order, that he wmny await in retirement the
stummons which finally comes to all mortals,
This is jndicious, He certainly needs spirit-
ual preparation before answering to his God
for his erimes; and, like women whose life
hns been more distingnished for adventure
than for purity, the Emperor would do well to
follow the example of Louis XIV, and to in-
dulge in a fit of religions meditation before
bidding farewell to earthly schemes,

We suspect, however, that, like the great
monarch, the present incumbent of the throne
of Bt. Louis believes himself to be the State,
and will cling to this doctrine to the bitter
end. Behind the Senators and the Regeney
of Eugenie, or the premature majority of the
Prince Imperial, the will of the moribund
Emperor will continue to be the law of the
lami. It mutters little who is the ostensible
head of France: so long as Louis Napoleon
lives, he will be ruler.§

The London 7Vies cannot be perfectly sin-
cere in its expressed belief that La Tour
d'Auyergne or any other Minister can vir-
tually control the destinies of France, as
Gladstone or Clarendon shapes those of
England. OConstitutionnl government is the
slow growth of time and political maturity,
and can't be conjured into existence by a
Senatus  Consultum gronted to the peopls by
a desponding autoerat in the hour of his
danger. If Napoleon is so ready to hold
out this bait to the French Liberals, it is
becanse he knows it to be a sham,

It is nseless to disgnise the fact that Napo-
leon's good as well as his bad gualities com-
bine to give him that ocenlt power which he
alone, and no one else, knows how to wield,
If the French have put up with him for these
eighteen years, it was not from a love of his
dynastical claims, which they knew to bae
tainted by the alleged illegitimacy of his
birth, but from the materinlistic tendencies
of the majority, which impel them to tolermte
a usurper who would help the rich to become
richer and the poor poorer, rather than to
Hll!ji'('l the l't‘[_;lllul‘ routineg of rsuviel_\' to the
discowfort of u revolution, But this tendency
having had its day, the French see that Na-
poleon only plays into the hands of the army,
the plutocracy, and the clergy, at the same
time that he inereases the public burdens and
lowers the prestige of France in foreign
conntries, France is tired of him; though®
broins have in some degree made up for lie
defects of his heart and conseience; {aul what
in the world could induce the French to grant
their eonfidence to the Prince ITmperial, who
has no other elaim than that he is the son of
his father
_We believe the Napoleons, legitimate or
Iut‘-gilimnte, AY® plu\‘vﬂ ont. Asa bridge be-
tween the chnos of the first revolution and a
new order of things, they have dons soms
good couservative pervice, but there is no
ocension any louger foufsuch a bridge; and,
moreover, the French have bheen taught the
wholesome lesson that a reign instituted for
the restraint of revelution passions may
OVON prove more onerous revolution
itself.
